As regards the-acccptance of war risks, 
vut policy has been to confine our businces 
ag much ag possible to our regular chap- 
nela, We considered it our duty to assist 
our congtituents so as to enable them to 
carry on their business with a minimum, 
of inconvenience, especially those abroad 
whe were not in touch. with Government 

war risk schemes. aa 
“} Apart from losses aitributable ty the 
war, the year 1914 has been a normal one 
ag regards ordinary marine risks, while 
the extra premium charged to cover war 
risks hag proved adequate up till the pre- 
sent. With the removal. of -hostile crui- 
sens rateg were materially: reduced to a 
level commensurate with the risks arising 
from submarine warfare. It is a notable 
facb that it hag been found commerciatly 
.| possible to charge considerably lower 
rates since the su-called submarine 
bluckade . was declared than at the time 
when hostile cruisers were at large. 

The year, 1918 has opened favourably 
for us. Casualties arising from ordinary 
marine perils, however, show a tendency 
ty be above the average of the past two 
yeary; to some extent, no doubt, -this. is 
due to the abnormal gituation arising out 
of the, war, which has now: had time to 
migake itself more felt than was the case 
in 1914, Business is” alsg adversely 
affected by the shortage of available ton- 
nage, Which means that risks are concen- 
trated on fewer stoamery and consequent- 
ly mere re-insurance ‘has to be effected, 

Turning to our investments, the war is 
responsible for’ new standard of return 
Jand it is satisfactory to. know that: our 
gold investments as they now stand in 
our books yield a return based.on’ that 
new standard. This question of writing 
down our securities has received your 
directors’ attention in the past with the 
result that the new situation jg nat likely 
to causy us any anxicty. The wisdom of 
this proceeding is undoubted, as it 
endures the soundnesg of our ‘undertaking, 
Sinec slain our books we applied for 
and oblained an allotment of £14,000 in 
the new War Loan, and in ‘addition we 
have taken steps to convert our’ small 
holding of Congols, We feel sure share- 
holders will heartily approve our action 
in this respect, and will. support a eimilar 
policy with mpued to future loans. 

Ib will be of interest. to shareholders tu 
know that we have purchased No.7, Kiu- 
kiang Road dt the corner of Szechuen 
Road, on. which we propose to erect_new 
offices in the immediale future. From 
the point of view of the Company's bust. 
ness and from an investment point of
